A MODERATE JAPANESE . 
STATEMENT. 


The text of the speech of Baron Shidehara, 
Japanese minister of foreign affairs, before the diet 
was made public by the Japanese embassy in 
Washington a few hours after it had been deliv: 
ered. It apparently was designed for effect on both 
American and Japanese public opinion and, so 
far as we can see, for beneficial effect. 

It conveys the impression here that the Jap- 
anese government takes a reasonable view of our 
national necessities and conveys the impression 
in Japan that the American government did not 
premeditate an insult to Japan. We'd be foolish to 
‘examine Japanese procedure for a long term policy, 
but we believe it is apparent that the purpose now 
is to reduce the inflammation in Japanese emotions. 
Baron Shidehara says that his government does 
no. regard the question closed but reserves the 
right to seek an: amicable adjustment and an en- 
during friendship, but he seems to us virtually to 
heoncede the case. He recognizes the peculiar diffi- 
culties of America in producing a homogeneous 
race and the right and duty of a people to seek 
this and protect the sources of population. He rec- 
ognizes that the exclusion of the Japanese does 
not proceed from an assumption of inferiority but 
from a fact of unassimilability. Probat!y he does 
hot recognize the fact but he states the American 
position and does. not question its sincerity. 

He also recognizes that Japanese exclusion is 
‘omly one feature of an act of general applica- 
tion, having as its main object the protection of 
nationality. It discriminates according to the 
best founded doctrines of assimilation available to 
congress which passed the act. 

The purpose is to produce a nation as homo- 
geneous as the Japanese, the French, German, 
Fritish, the primary right of a nation, one which 
if it does not exercise must cause it to cease to be 
anation, For a thousand years the Japanese pre- 
served their homogeneity with swords at the 
water's edge. We are preserving ours by statutory 
exclusion and restriction. ¥, 

When the right to do that is recognized and 
when it is done with tangible offers of friendship it 
seems to us that the case is closed and that all 
remaining is to seek readjustments upon the 
grounds of intercourse open and safe to both peo- 
ples. The interchange canbe wide and varied, 
friendly and profitable and all the better because 
competition which would be fatal to one side or 
the other has been ended.
